Commissioners Support 
K mart E.D.C. Bond Proposal

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners approved the sale of $2.7 million 
in Economic Development Corporation 
bonds last Wednesday to finance the build- 
ing of aK mart store in Grayling. 

Commissioners voted 6-1 in favor of 
issuing the bonds after approximately 700 
persons called in supporting the K mart 
project. More than 100 persons attended the 
hour-long public hearing on the bond 
proposal Wednesday afternoon, 

After the Crawford County Economic 
Development Corporation board passes a 
bond authorization resolution, Richard 
Agree and Edward Rosenberg, partners of 
Grayling Plaza, will be able to borrow $2.7 
million for construction of the store at an in- 
terest rate of about 10 percent — instead of 
an estimated 12 to 13 percent interest avail- 
able in the general bond market. 

Richard Agree said ground-breaking 
should start in a month and the store should 
be open by early summer. Grayling Plaza 
will lease the 52,320-square-foot storesto K 
mart, and K mart will be liable for payment 
of the bonds. 

At the public hearing, John Kraus, 
general manager and part owner of the Ben 
Franklin store in the Grayling mini-mall, 
said it would be unlawful to issue E.D.C. 
bonds because the K mart project does not 
meet any of the requirements that a project 
must alleviate and prevent unemployment, 
assist and retain local industry, or en- 
courage the location of new enterprises if 
they provide needed services and facilities. 

Kraus said the rural type of K mart plan- 
ned for Grayling will only duplicate mer- 
chandise already offered by existing Gray- 
ling stores and every dollar generated by K 
mart means one less dollar for Grayling’s 
existing businesses. He said giant corpora- 
tions such as K mart can enter into price 
wars with local merchants until local 
businesses are forced to give up in financial 
ruin, and cited the closings of Gambles 
stores and 100 Ben Franklin stores are as 
direct result of rural invasions by giant cor- 
porations, 

Kraus said for every job added to the 
community by K mart, one job will be lost at 
a local business. After K mart moved into 
Gaylord, downtown businesses suffered 10 
to 40 percent losses in sales, he said. 

“Go to Dibble’s liquidation sale and ask 
the 12 employees there why they’re losing 
their jobs,” Kraus said. 

Agree said a K mart store should be an 
economic boost for the whole area drawing 
people from at least a 30-mile radius and 
keeping shoppers here who have been 
taking their money to shopping centers in 
other cities. 

Emil Kraus, owner in both Ben Franklin 
stores in Grayling, said it isn’t fair to store 
owners already here to give K mart what 
amounted to a subsidy of about $54,000 a 
year. He said the lower interest E.D.C, bon- 
ds would save K mart about $1 a square foot 
in rent, 

Paul Lerg, a mieividct ui the E.D.C, board, 
said he voted yes on the K mart proposal to 
encourage growth in our community. He 
said he didn’t object when the State of Mich- 
igan and the Michigan Public Schools Em- 
ployee Retirement Fund had the oppor- 
tunity to promote growth in the community 
by financing at 8% percent the construction 
of the exisiting mini-mall. In essence, he 
said, financing is a crucial factor in new

Mrs. Crosby, of Frederic Township, said 
she saw nothing wrong in K mart coming to 
Grayling. She said it might help with the 
school tax situation and it will benefit those 
people who can’t go to other towns to shop 
but are tired of the prices found in Crawford 
County. 

Robert Smock, manager of the Old 
AuSable Sporting Goods in downtown Gray- 
ling, said he was for K mart coming to Gray- 
ling and he added that at the same time this 
meeting was going on, another meeting was 


. being held in the basement of the courthouse 


where 200 people were signing up for unem- 
ployment. 

Richard Agree was the last person to 
speak during the public hearing saying K 
mart is not asking for any subsidies and 
E.D.C. bonds are available for any business. 

After the hearing adjourned, Com- 
missioner Mary Harland made the motion 
to approve sale of the bonds and Com- 
missoner Larry Mattis supported the 
motion. Commissioner Don Welser asked 
for a delay until legal questions raised by 
Mr. Kraus could be researched. Welser’s 
motion died for lack of support. 

Harland’s motion approving the bond 
issuance passed with Welser the only nay 
voter, It was the second time the board of 
commissioners approved issuance of E..D.C. 
bonds this year. The board unanimously ap- 
proved issuing E.D.C, bonds last February 
for the Grayling Health Care Center. 


700 Calls On

Sinbad battles the 
creatures of legend 
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The first 218 sites ranked by the 
Department of Natural Resources 
under Michigan’s new environmen- 
tal response law has been released 
and department Director Ronald 
Skoog called it a “significant step 
forward because we now have the 
basis for the Legislature to provide 
funding for cleanup.” 

The ranking, however, does not 
indicate the order in which the sites 
will be addressed, he said. 

The sites are among over 900 
which have been screened with the 
remaining 700 yet to be scored un- 


der a 2,000-point system assessing 


various environmental and health 


hazards. 


Skoog said the DNR has identified 
all the hazardous sites in the state 
and laws are on the books to control 


waste dumps sufficiently to take | 


care of the problem from now on. 

Skoog said cleaning up the top 
49-ranked sites would probably cost 
in excess of $1 billion, but officials 
have not really tried to put a price 
tag on the effort. 

The director said it depends on 
how much federal money is available 


from the ‘‘Superfund”’ and whether ' 


a responsible private party can be 
made to pay for the cleanup. 

Following public hearings, the 
funding priorities will be established 
by the governor and the Legislature 
and such things as superfund eligi- 
bility could mean some lower-ranked 
sites will get attention sooner than 
higher-ranked ones. 

Larry Holcomb, executive direc- 
tor of the Toxic Substances Control 
Commission, said the real issue 
facing the state is developing sites 
and facilities to dispose of the iden- 
tified hazardous wastes and not 
many sites will be cleaned up until 
that is done. 

Skoog said the top 20 or 30 sites

human health and another 30 per- 
cent of the sites are affecting groun- 
dwater supplies. 

However, Public Health Director 
Cloria Smith said none of the sites 
are yet making people sick. Officials 
said attention will be focused first 
on sites where drinking water sup- 
plies have been affected or sites 
where human exposure to toxic 
materials is known to be occurring. 

On the 2,000-point scale, the of- 
ficials said there is no magic number 
which is considered the point where 
potential human health problems 
become so diminished that cleanup 
is no longer mandated, but said any 
site with at least a 900 score 
requires work. 

The highest ranked site with a 
1,063 score is Steven’s landfill in 
Monroe County, which contains 
organ pollutants. 

Officials said it ranks high in part 
because it is unfenced and near a 
highly-populated subdivision, 
whereas the highest ranked site on 
the federal superfund list - the 
Berlin and Farro industrial waste 
dump in Genesee County - ranks 
only 19th because it is contained 
and surface wastes have already 
been removed. 

Besides its emphasis on current 
condition of waste sites, Michigan’s 
ranking varies from the federal rank- 
ing in its emphasis on human health 


risks, its assessment of all environ- | 


mental contamination rather than 
just hazardous wastes and _ its 
assessment of danger of direct con- 
tact or risk of explosion and fire. 

Skoog said the rankings could 
change following public hearings if 
previously unknown information 
come to light. 

The final rankings should be com- 
pleted after the first of the year.

I know I’ll never forget 
Danny. He was only eight 
years old when I last saw 
him. Sma) for his age, in 
perpetual motion, Danny 
was usually in trouble with 
someone in the school. He 
wouldn’t hesitate to initiate a 
fist fight with a much bigger 
boy. He rarely followed 
school rules, ran in the hall- 
ways and refused to do 
much schoo! work. To make 
matters worse, Danny seem- 
ed completely unable to 
learn either reading or 
writing. It made no differen- 
ce how hard he tried. 

I knew Danny because he 
was a student at a small 
private day school for handi- 
capped children where I was 
a teacher. At the ripe old age 
of seven, Danny had been 


identified as a school failure. - 


“We can’t have your son in 
our building” the public 
school authorities had told 
his parents. ‘‘We can’t con- 
trol his behavior and we 
don’t know how to teach 
him,’’ So Danny’s parents 
brought him to the Highland 
School where they paid a 
huge monthly tuition bill, but 
where there were teachers 
trained to work with children 
who had learning and 
behavioral handicaps. 

Much has changed for 
handicapped children since 
that time. Ten years ago, in 
October 1973, Michigan 
became one of the first 
states to enact laws 
providing mandatory special 
education programs in 
public schools. Several years 


later the federal government. 


followed with The Education 
of Ail Handicapped Children 
Act (P.L. 94-142). These Jaws 
guaranteed that handicap- 
ped children would be given 
a free and appropriate 
public education. They also 
mandated that inasmuch as 
possible this education 
should be provided in the 
school the child would attend 
if he or she were not handi-

A split second of awareness 

turned Consumers Power line- 
man Tom Burghdoff into a hero 
and saved the life of a father of 
six. 
It happened in mid-August as 
Burghdoff drove his company 
truck along M-50 south of Alto, 
his thoughts running ahead to the 
job awaiting him in Freeport. 

“I was wondering how long the 
job would take and whether it 
would be straightforward or not,” 
said Burgdoff, 39, who works out 
of the company’s Hastings office 
in southwestern Michigan. 

He never got to find out. 

Something he glimpsed—seen 


for an instant, then hidden by a 


barn—made him swing his truck 
around and head back to the farm 
he had just passed. 

“Out of the corner of my eye I 
thought I saw a tractor tipping 
over, he said. “I don’t know how 
[happened to catch it; it was back 
off the road some. And I wasn't 
really sure that J had seen it.” 

As Burghdoff pulled into the 
driveway of the Logos Christian 
Farm he found that his eyes 
hadn't been playing tricks. 

Pinned beneath an overturned 
tractor lay farm maintenance 
man Yom Mellon. His 8,000 
pound Massey-Ferguson had slid 
sideways off a ramp leading up to 
a barn, thrown Mellon to the 
ground and rolled on top of him. 
The rear fender was crushing his 
chest and head. 

Burghdoff summoned help 
from people at a store next door, 
but realized he couldn’t wait for 
an ambulance to arrive. 

“His air was cut off by the 
weight of the tractor and he was 
beginning to turn blue,” said 
Burghdoff, a former Barry 
County sheriff's deputy. 

He decided to use the cable 
winch on the front of the Con- 
sumers Power truck to pull the 
tractor off. It worked. As the 
tractor was raised a helper posi- 
tioned car jacks underneath. 

This prompt action saved 
Mellon’s life, according to the 
surgeon who treated him at 
Butterworth Hospital, Grand 
Rapids.

“There's no doubt in my mind 
about that,” said Dr. Lee Pool. 
“Every second counted in get- 
ting that tractor off. I applaud the 
alertness and quick response of 
Tom Burghdoff”” 

Burghdoff has since been nom- 
inated for his company’s Excep- 
tional Service Award. 

For Mellon, now almost fully 
recovered from his injuries, 
August 15 was a day of miracles. 

He said: “From the road he 
(Burghdoff} could have seen the 
tractor for only one second-—and 


tight at the moment he passed by 


the tractor was tipping. Two 
seconds later it would have been 
on the ground and out of sight. 
Also, he had the right equipment 
with him and knew how to handle 
an emergency without going to 
pieces. 

“There were all kinds of little 
miracles going on that day. It 
confirms my Christian faith.” 

Mellon’s wife Pat and their 
children — Lisa, Christy, Janct, 
Michael, Deborah and Denise — 
would probably say “amen” to 
that.

During one of those sojourns 
in the woods, I was thinking 
of the changes going on 
around me. The past was 
evident in the many old pine 
stumps I could see, but not 
evident were the blood and 
sweat that had put those 
trees into the market places 
of this State. The evidence of 
searing fire was apparent 
because those stumps were 
charred from past fires that 
had claimed the fertility of 
the soil into which I dug my 
heels to make my seat more 
comfortable. My thoughts 
wandered to other hunts in 
other places and times when 
it was my Grandpa and Dad 
who kept track of me. Then 
all too soon it was just my 
Dad and me, and now it is 
my son who occupies the 
stand among the popples 
which are growing among 
the pine stumps. Those pop- 
ples are changing the 
character of the soil and 
providing the type of con- 
ditions in which some of the 
800,000 white and red pines 


the Park planted for 
tomorrow’s sons and 
daughters are thriving. 


Change, always change, it 
seems is going on and the 
changes going on around me 
were many. A small oak 
prowing where no oaks were 
nearby. By what route or 
means had the acorn 
reached just that particular 
spot? A small white birch 
growing smack out of the 
middle of an old pine stump 
will one day grace the wood- 
land with its snowy trunk 
while it converts the nutrien- 
ts in the stump into itself. 
The day was a good one and 
it is comforting to know 
those memories and changes 
continue.

the next meeting after it has 
been brought up. This would 
give each member a chance 
to consult with and consider 
the opinions and thoughts of 
the people whom they serve, 
as well as study the possible 
consequences. 

To charge myself or any- 
one else in this community 
with trying to stop the K 
mart from locating here is 
completely asinine. How 
could I or any group of per- 
sons in Grayling stop a giant 
conglomerate such as K 
mart from locating where 
they want? They made 243.7 
MILLION Dollars IN Profit 
in the first PART of 1983 and 
someone in Grayling is going 
to stop them from locating 
here if they want? Come on, 
now! Don’t you believe Mr. 
Nowak that the people on the 
Board of Directors of K mart 
make up their own minds 
and locate where and when 
they please? I hope you don’t 
think the people reading 
your condemning letter are 
stupid enough to believe I 
could control K marts think- 
ing. All they have to do is 
start building if they so 
desire. They have an option 
on the property and they 
even bought the building 
permits TWO DAYS 
_ ‘BEFORE’ I voted not to 

subsidize them. 

To clarify the not-so-subtle 
accusations by Mr. Nowak 
(to anyone that may be in- 
- terested), I have NO dollars 
or investments in ANY 
business in Grayling that 
would be effected in anyway, 
shape or form by a K mart 
coming to Grayling. I. WILL 
NOT deny friendship and 
loyalty to ALL local mer- 
chants. And if I stood to 
either lose or gain I would 
NOT vote on the issue. A con- 
flict of interest SHOULD 
NOT he involved with this or 
any other project or issue. 


I’m not against K mart. 


coming to Grayling, and I 
think FAIR competition IS 
American. But, what is the 
saturation point? For in- 
stance, how many banks do 
we need? How many Motels? 
Do we need a Ramada Inn or 
a Hilton? They would also 
“improve the tax base’, and 

“they'd put people to 
work’, or would they? Many 
large Department chains 
and Grocery Stores have 
gone belly up. Then who 
pays the unemployment, 
taxes, etc.? How many 
people would the com- 
petition put out of work and 
businesses close, and just 
transfer employees? Some 
of the people and businesses 
who have supported Gray- 
ling for many years by 
paying the full tax and 
borrowing dollars at the 
same rate as you and J 
WITHOUT TAX FREE bon- 
ds, Edonomic Development 
Corporations and their ad- 
vantages (7???) might also 
want and need some of this 
kind of help and backing 
from the community. To 
whom do we owe our 
allegiance? I believe we 
should have a week or so to 
at least think about it and see 
what our friends and neigh- 
bors want, then use our best 
judgment. Snap decisions 
are easy. It’s when they snap 
back that stings. 

A good example is our 
local banks. A lot of good 
people thought another hank 
was the greatest thing since 
the hula hoop, but in the face 
of recent events some of 
these same persons are now 
in doubt. Would it be fair to 
give one of these banks an 
unfair advantage over the 
others? 

I certainly hope Mr. 
Nowak, that you or others on 

‘the EDC do not honestly 
believe that K mart or any 
other corporation (aside 
from the illegal Federal 
Banking Insitution) can 
create out of thin air an ad- 
ditional $5,000,000.00 in sales, 
which in turn would create 

" an additional $200,000.00 in 

Michigan Sales tax for our 


State. How naive can anyone 
be? In fact the reverse is 
true, Example: If the K 
mart Corporation can under- 
sell the local hardware 
(because of unfair tax ad- 
vantages, etc.,) on a $10.00 
item by $1.60, the State sales 
tax division would then only 
receive 36¢ rather than 40¢ 
which could result in a minus 
rather than a plus in the 
sales tax for the State. 
Where would the people of 
this state get an ‘“‘AD- 
DITIONAL” $5,000,000.00 to 
spend? Surely it’s taken 
from some other business 
“WITHIN” the state, it’s not 
ADDITIONAL dollars or 
taxes in the State Treasury. 
To Quote the Editor, Detroit 
News, November 14, 1983, 
“According to treasury of- 
ficials, the undevelopment 
bends tax exemption” has 
been misused by local 
government to provide back- 
door federal subsidies to 
LESS THAN NEEDY FIR- 
MS. These tax subsidies are 
“inefficient”, COSTING the 
government (US the tax- 
payers) $3.00 in taxes for 
every $2.00 in interest 
savings”. “For the most 
part, we suspect the tax dif- 
ferential on the bond’s isn’t 
the decisive factor in what- 
ever REAL job creation has 
taken place. Solid companies 
and projects with solid pros- 
pects DON’T need tax subsi- 
dies’’. 

After absorbing the above 
information and reading 
November 15th, 1983 
Business News, we see that 
the K mart Corp., (the 
WORLDS second largest 
retailer) profits for the past 
year have jumped 170.7%. 
We can readily see that K 
mart doesn’t need any tax 
exempt bonds in order to 
survive or make profits. I 
would welcome the K mart 
Store and Corp., to Grayling, 
but WITHOUT any sub- 
sidies. To offer the subsidies, 
which is unfair competition 
against our own neighbors 
and business persons is NOT 
what Mr. Nowak calls 
“healthy diversity” in the 
market place. 

The City of Gaylord fought 
K mart for two years 
because they wanted tax 
breaks. Gaylord didn’t give 
in bubK-mart is there. 

Consider for instance all 
OUR subsidies to Japan. WE 
gave them OUR dollars, 
(from the taxnayers) which, 
along with their cheap labor 
created such an economic 
monster that soon they put 
almost all our Radio, T.V., 
shoe, boot, etc., etc., com- 
panies out of business, now 
they’re after the steel and 
auto industries and it seems 
as if there’s no stopping 
them. This is an example of 
“UNFAIR COMPETITION” 
created by some unthinking 
bureaucrats, which, by the 
way was also thought by the 
people to be great, as every- 
one could buy cheaper 
products). 

At first they underpriced 
every American made 
product, put our companies 
out of business, then the 
$10.00 shoes went to $30.00 or 
$40.00. Now, or just recently 
we've finally woke up and 
realized that if we don’t do 
something, such as heavily 
taxing their products, no one 
here will have a job, so we 
can eyen hue thair cheap (?) 
products. I think WE owed 
more allegiance to our own 
American companies and 
the employees, you can say 
they put themselves out of 
work because they weren’t 
competitive, but how ean 
anyone compete against this 
type of “UNFAIR COM- 
PETITION”?

Should we allow it 
to continue?

who is already struggling to 
survive. The controversial 
issue on the K mart bonds 
will cost over $150,000.00 
yearly. IT WILL CATCH UP 
WITH US THE TAX- 
PAYERS. 

I'd also like to add that the 
other person’s who decided 
to write letters to the editor 
finding fault with me should 
explain first the REAL 
REASONS for writing.

Japanese 4-H 
Exchange 


Program 
Ann Stepheason 
4-H Youth Programs 

The Michigan Japan 
LABO 4H Exchange is look- 
ing for 4-H families to host 70 
Japanese youths and adults 
this coming winter. Although 
“farm” 
families, ‘‘farm’’ may he in- 
terpreted liberally to include 
any location which is rural. 

This exchange program 
started in Michigan with 15 
selected counties from 
throughont the state in 1974. 
Since that time it has ex- 
panded to all counties 
throughout the state. A 4H 
family usually starts in the 
program by hosting a 
Japanese brother or sister 
between the ages of 12-18 for 
a month long exchange. This 
is usually around July 18- 
August 20, but varies a few 
days each year. During this 
time the family and the 
youth are involved in com- 
munity activities and ex- 
changing 
country and their way of life. 

Selected host families are 
provided with information to 
help them with differences in 
customs and planning for 
this wonderful experience. A 
two hour regional host 
family orientation meeting 
in May or June gives them 
some more specifics on the 
program and experiences 
from previous host families. 
Prior to the actual visit the 
families need to correspond 
with each other to learn 
about their family and the 
interests of the delegate. 
Language tapes and other 
information are provided to 
help the family learn some 
basic Japanese words and 
greetings.

The November 8th meeting of the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners convened at 9:30 a.m. All Commissioners were 
present, and fifteen visitors attended at various times.

— Authorization to reimburse a corrections officer $96.30 for 
a training session, and to renew the Planning & Zoning News- 
letter subscription at a cost of $125.00. 

-~ Approval for use of a courthouse room for the 1984 Demo- 
cratic Presidential Caucuses. 

—Ratification of a three-year contract with the Command

Another 
rescheduled the Nov. 22nd Regular Board Meeting to Nov. 30th 
to allow for publication time necessary for hearings; and the last 
set the Public Hearing for the K-Mart Project for 2:30 p.m.

—Extension of the county’s errors and omissions insurance 
to cover commissioners and elected and appointed officials while 
they are serving by County Board appointment on other com- 
mittees and boards.

County Transportation Authority’s Mass Transportation Capi- 
tal Assistance Grant for a proposed transit depot and equipment 
acquisition at the Grayling McNamara Airport. 

— Review and acceptance of 19 pieces of Correspondence, 

DISCUSSION ITEMS INCLUDED: 

—The procedure used and problems encountered in the 
negotiation of collective bargaining agreements. 

—A Dickinson County resolution regarding methods to alle- 
viate the property tax burden. A letter to legislators on the sub- 
ject will he drafted for Board review.
